ROYAL Mail believes converting 
its former sorting office in the 
centre of Northampton into a su¬ 
permarket would generate about 
400 new jobs. 

The company revealed last month it 
was putting together plans to show the 


disused building, which was gutted by 
a fire in 2003, could be converted into a 
food store. 

At a public display of the propos¬ 
als this month, the company said if the 
building was converted, it could include 
a cafe, ‘focal glass entrance’ and parking 
for about 400 shoppers. 


The proposals show access to the store 
would be controlled by a new set of traf¬ 
fic lights on Barrack Road and the firm 
said the store would fill a definite need 
for new shops in the area. 

It said: “There’s a recognised need for 
a food store and the large upper floor of 
the Royal Mail centre is ideally suited for 


adaption. This will bring a wide range of 
benefits for the local community, includ¬ 
ing the creation of around 400 new jobs.” 

No developers have so far announced 
an interest, but Tesco held talks with the 
West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation about the site last Septem¬ 
ber.

Northants area 
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DOZENS of luxury homes at an 
eco-friendly housing estate in 
Northampton were issued with 
"boil notices" after E coli was 
found in a water supply. 

Experts were called to the Upton devel¬ 
opment last week to examine the origin 
of the bug, which they feared could have 
been caused by dirty water from the eco- 
friendly, rain harvesting system - meant 
only for flushing and washing - entering 
the drinking supply. 

The potentially serious bug was de¬ 
tected at the Viridian Housing Associa¬ 
tion home of Samantha Spencer in Scrib- 
ers Drive. 

As a precaution, the water authority 
quickly warned every home managed 
by the same housing association to boil 
the drinking water. The water has since 
been declared safe. 

Mum-of-three Mrs Spencer, aged 28, 
said: “My oldest and youngest children 
have been off school with tummy bugs 
but all the housing association can do is 
get the water supply turned off. 

“We actually need to be in a different 
property while this is sorted out.” 

The housing association has insisted 
Mrs Spencer’s water has now been de¬ 
clared safe but tests were still being 
carried out to make sure there were no 
more problems. 

But she claimed this was only the lat¬ 
est water worry she had dealt with as her 
overflow tank had been leaking down

THE GOVERNMENT will 
be asked to reconsider 
the smoking ban by one 
of Northampton's MPs. 

The Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, Brian 
Binley (below), has been made 
vice-chairman of the All Party 
Parliamentary Save the Pub 
Group. 

The politician said he will 
use his position to lobby the 
Government to allow pubs to 
have separate rooms for smok¬ 
ers, rather than force them to 
go outside. 

He said: “I think if pubs can 
prove they’ve got proper extrac¬ 
tion fans or a room set aside 
for smokers, they should be 
allowed to operate in that way, 
not shove people outside in all 
weathers into these shanties 
and so-called smoking shelters. 

“It’s just crazy that people 
are being forced to stand out¬ 
side and people who live near 
pubs are left complaining about 
the noise generated by them. 

“So I’ll be calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment to ensure that if pubs 
have proper extraction systems 
or special smoking rooms, 
smoking should be allowed in 
those rooms. 

“We need to do away with 
these awful lean-tos.” 

The smoking ban came into 
force in July 2007. 

In the first few months of the 
ban, more than 60 pubs and 
clubs across Northamp¬ 
ton were caught with¬ 
out no-smoking signs. 

Officers found 61 
pubs, restaurants and 


workplaces not displaying the 
right signs, and eight people 
were caught smoking in pubs 
between July and September 
2007. 

Fines for companies which 
fail to put up no-smoking signs 
range from £150 if paid within 
15 days, to £1,000 if the case 
ends up in court. 

Mr Binley said he would also 
push the Government to clamp 
down on supermarkets selling 
alcohol at very low prices. 

He said: “When some super¬ 
markets are selling beer at 54p 
a pint, you recognise just what 
pressure our pubs and clubs 
are under.” 

His stance has been wel¬ 
comed by Jonathan Mail from 
the Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA), who said: “The 
Save the Pub Group will un¬ 
doubtedly play a key role in 
ensuring the coalition Govern¬ 
ment bring forward a package 
of policies to 
support 
well-

THE OWNER of a North¬ 
ampton town centre off- 
licence has said she felt 
"caught out" by a police 
sting designed to root 
out people selling alco¬ 
hol to children. 

Claudia Ifria is the owner of 
the Transylvania off-licence 
in Abington Square. 

The shop has had its alcohol 
licence removed for a month 
after being caught selling alco¬ 
hol to a minor on two separate 
occasions. 

But Mrs Ifria said she felt 
the sting, which was organised 
by officers from Northampton¬ 
shire Trading Standatrds and 
the police, was unfair. 

She said: “They sent in some 
girl who I believed was over 
18, but she wasn’t. 

“But I think it’s a bit unfair 
to send children into shops 
with lots of make-up on and 
wearing short skirts and 
things like that. 

“I actually went after the 
girl after she left the shop and 
tried to ask her for her ID, but 
of course it was too late by 
then.” 

Despite being upset about 
the sting, the shop owner ad¬ 
mitted breaking the law. 

She said: “At the end of the 
day, it’s the law and we have 


to abide by it. 

“But I won’t be closing the 
shop, just taking the alcohol 
off the shelves for a month 
from July to August. 

“We’ll still be selling all our 
ranges of Eastern European 
foods as normal.” 

The Crescent off-licence in 
Wellingborough Road was 
also handed a penalty by the 
borough council after being 
caught selling to children un¬ 
der 18 twice. 

The shop will also have its 
alcohol licence suspended 
from July to August if it does 
not appeal against the ruling. 

The owners have also been 
ordered to install CCTV cam¬ 
eras in the shop and make 
sure nobody under 21 is al¬ 
lowed to work on the till sell¬ 
ing alcohol. 

The council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for 
licensing, Councillor Paul 
Varnsverry (Lib Dem, West 
Hunsbury ), said: “The bor¬ 
ough council has the power to 
impose sanctions against any 
premises or licence holder 
that acts irresponsibly. 

“In each case Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police presented 
evidence showing they had 
a cause for concern, and our 
sub-committee was able to 
take action,” he added.

T HE proportion of first-time 
buyers securing loans for 
house purchase is at its low¬ 
est level since September 2007, 
according to new figures released 
this week. 

With buyers unable to get on 
the property ladder without a 
hefty deposit, the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML) said 
the 14,300 loans advanced to new 
entrants in April accounted for 35 
per cent of mortgages, down from 
39 per cent in March and the 38 
per cent seen for the same month 
a year earlier. 

Overall, the CML said there 
were 40,000 loans advanced for 
house purchase in April worth 
£5.7 billion, down 5,000 on March 


but up on the year before. 

April’s seasonal dip was expect¬ 
ed due to Easter and the underly¬ 
ing trend is of a gradual recovery 
in house purchase lending, the 
CML added. 

CML director-general Michael 
Coogan said: “Easter traditionally 
causes a dampening of lending 
levels and this year was no excep¬ 
tion. 

“First-time buyers were partic¬ 
ularly affected, perhaps because 
of the alteration to stamp duty, 
and in anticipation of the changes 
arising from the economic and 
political uncertainty of recent 
months.” 

The ongoing struggle of first¬ 
time buyers to get on the housing 


at lowest 


ladder came despite previous 
Chancellor Alistair Darling’s deci¬ 
sion in March to scrap stamp duty 
for first-time buyers on homes 
costing up to £250,000. 

The new threshold, which lasts 
for two years, is expected to mean 
nine out of 10 people buying their 
first home will not be liable for 
the tax. 

However, banks are demand¬ 
ing far higher deposits since the 
credit crunch, meaning that first¬ 
time buyers must often save tens 
of thousands of pounds before 
they can get a foot on the ladder. 

According to the CML, first¬ 
time buyers put down an average 
deposit of 25 per cent of their 
home’s value in April, compared 



with 24 per cent a month earlier.

I RIGHT yellow cars tell of 
I youth and vitality, of joie 
' de vivre, and hit at a strong 
sense of road-going fun; but most 
of them are all mouth and trou¬ 
sers.

The compact Alfa MiTo Multi- 
Air Cloverleaf turned out to be 
quite the exception - bodywork as 
bright as the sun was matched by 
the same level of heat coming from 
under the bonnet. 

A 1.4-litre petrol engine may 
seem modest on paper, but there’s 
a lot of technical depth to a Multi- 
Air unit. The simplified version is 
that it increases power, and cuts 
C02 emissions, fuel use, and turbo 
lag. 

Which means C02 output of 
136g/km of C02, a not-bad overall 
consumption of 47.1mpg, and the 
sort of throttle response that can 
take the MiTo to 62mph from 
standing in only 7.5 seconds, and 
top off at 136mph. 

For a 1368cc, four-cylinder 
three-door hatchback, MultiAir-ed 
to produce 170bhp, that is quietly 
awesome, but there’s more.

gearbox, and the driving perform¬ 
ance benefits from electronic 
limited slip differential, with a 
racing-derived ability to adjust the 
braking, steering, suspension and 
even transmission responses to 
suit the surface and road speed. 

Only Alfa would entertain 
putting so much into such a small 
flagship package, and while it may 
seem expensive at £17,885, it’s 
pitched to compete with other hot 
hatchbacks - who lack the same 
stylish Italian pedigree. 


Essentially a two-person 
car, the five-seater MiTo super¬ 
mini is very welcoming to front 
passengers, but begrudges rear- 
seaters of the right to room. 

The driver is spoilt most, with 
I many of the minor controls within 
fingertip reach, and even the 
standard MiTo gear lever is cut 
down to support the snug sporti¬ 
ness of the helm’s surround¬ 
ings. 

The loudness stays 
outside with the test car’s 
livery, for the cabin is very 
refined in its production 
and execution, and the 
audio system will talk to a 
mobile phone, MP3 player, 
or USB stick, operated via 
the steering wheel should 
you wish. 

Wide tyres and special 
alloys dovetailed neatly 


with the MiTo’s dynamic looks, 
which appear to make the car 
hunker down on the tarmac while 
eager to be off. 

But the brash, white back¬ 
ground/ green Cloverleaf badges 
sited on the MiTo’s sunshine- 
liveried front wings were a bit 
of a worry - they have the look of 
something that is easily removed, 
and feckless vandals do love their 



little trophies. 

Still, you do need to catch the 
Alfa stationary to get a good look 
at one, for most drivers will only 
catch a glimpse of the hatch end 
and twin chrome tailpipes while it 
is on the move - a view that doesn’t 
say what this rather special Alfa is 
all about. 

But the speed at which it 
shoots off in to the distance 
should at least give a healthy 
clue. 

As for that green Clo¬ 
verleaf badge, it has a long 
history, and first appeared in 
1923 when Alfa Romeo driver 
Ugo Sivocci found a four- 
leafed clover by the roadside. 
For luck, he had a cloverleaf 
painted on his car, and won. 
Ever since, the cloverleaf has 
appeared on Alfa works cars 
in races all over the world.

Sampson stunned

IAN SAMPSON ad¬ 
mits he was 'taken 
aback' by Stoke 
City's decision to re¬ 
lease Nathaniel Wed¬ 
derburn. 

The Cobblers boss com¬ 
pleted the signing of the 
18-year-old midfielder on 
Monday, and his move 
will become effective on 
July 1. 

Wedderburn had built 
a good reputation since 
joining Stoke at the age 
of 14 and he was even re¬ 
cently named academy 
player-of-the-year at the 
Britannia Stadium. 

But Potters boss Tony 
Pulis deemed him not 
good enough to play Pre¬ 
mier League football and 
took the decision to re¬ 
lease him this summer. 

Sampson made his 
move for the England un- 
der-19 international, who 
has won four caps for his 
country, immediately and 
he couldn’t believe his 
luck. 

“It (Wedderburn’s re¬ 
lease) was a surprise,” 
said the Cobblers boss. 

“I was a bit taken aback 
with it. 

“I thought, especially 
at a club like Stoke and 
other Premier League 
clubs and the Champion¬ 
ship clubs, normally they 
take a little bit of time to 
develop their players. 

“But he (Pulis) obvious¬ 
ly didn’t see him breaking 
into the first team squad 


in the next year or so, 
so I moved quickly to se¬ 
cure his services and I’m 
pleased we’ve got him.” 

On a bleak evening in 
December, Wedderburn 
ran the show as Hereford 
United, where he was on 
loan for a spell last sea¬ 
son, thrashed the Cob¬ 
blers 3-1 at Sixfields. 

And that showing clear¬ 
ly endeared the player to 
Sampson, but the man¬ 
ager says he hasn’t just 
based his assessment on 
one game alone. 

He added: “It wasn’t 
just the Hereford game. 
I’d seen him play for Eng¬ 
land Under-19s and I’d 
seen him play for Stoke 
reserves. 

“He’s got a nice balance 
about him for someone of 
such a young age. 

“He’s got a good frame 
on him, he’s left footed, 
which gives us a nice bal¬ 
ance, and he’s a good all 
round athlete who can 
stamp his authority on 
the game.” 

“He’s got great poten¬ 
tial and we’re trying to 
build on that and if he can 
improve on what he’s got 
now then he should be a 
good player.”
